The big bell on City hall clanged 
ou; the numlmrs. “4—20— 1905,” the 
date which will be historic in connec­ 
tion with the greater city, and whis­ 
tles here and there all over Pittsburg 
ffxik up the chorus. 
From Allegheny, 
loo, came Rounds 
of 
wdiKtdng, al­ 
though th«-re are not so many factories 
ov#r there. 
Even from the far end of 
Woods Run came the bellow of the 
Pressed St«-«*1 Car plant’s whistles.

have been more general if the fact 
that the bill was signed had had time 
to be more widely known before noon.

Handling Powder. 


Charleston, W. Va., 
April 
21.- A 
mine exposion in the Cabin Creek 
Mining company's mines near Kay- 
ford, alamt 30 miles above lu re, may 
restill in the death of five miners and 
the fatal injury of three others. 
It was only one month ago that a 
sim ilar disaster snuffed out the lives 
of 20 men at Rush Run, near the scene 
of the present catastrophe. 
The dis­ 
aster is said to have been caused by a 
powder 
explosion, the 
result of a 
miner's carelessness. 
About 5 o’clock, after many of the 
men had left the mine, there was a. 
sharp report, followed by an explosion 
which threw debris in all directions. 
The tipples took fire and were soon a 
mass of flames. 
Nine men were still 
within the mine when the explosion 
occurred. 
Of 
these, 
four 
reached 
safety with the assistance of friend«. 
Three of the number were so severely 
injured that they are not expected to 
live. 
The remaining five men were 
still entombed at a late hour. 
It is 
believed that these men are dead, as 
they were at least 2.00ft feet below ¡ho 
surface when the explosion took place 
Those who were buried in the mine 
were: 
Hurt Green, Charles Nichols, 
Ira Nichols, 
Vrthur Crump and W il­ 
liam Allen.

•V iv York, April 21.—The three law 
yers who are acting as counsel for Nan 
Patterson in her trial for the murder 
of Caesar Young had a conference 
with her in the Tombs prison, in which 
the ¡» Ians for the defense and the per­ 
sonnel of the jury

Lawyers Abraham 
Lev y, 
Henry W. 
Unger and Daniel O'Reilly were pres 
ent 
Miss Patterson 
expressed 
her 
pleasure at the composition of the 
Jury, which was completed, and dis­ 
appointment at the delay in postpon­ 
ing the taking of testimony until 
Mon 
day. 
"I am sure of an acquittal this 
time," she toi<l Lawyer l^ev y, ‘‘and 
ev ery day only adds to my misery in 
the Tombs.

He is conv inced that Young and Nan 
Patterson were the pair in the cab. 
Chicago, April 
2 1.- Samuel Risen 
berg, who says he saw Capsar Young 
kill himself whi'e in a eah with Nan 
Patterson in New York, was seen last 
night at 567 West Fourteenth street, 
where he is liv ing with a relativ e, B. j 
Rosen. 
Risen berg is a Russian Jew, ; 
35 years o'd and unable to speak or I 
write English. 
It was necessary to i 
take to the house a Russian interpre- ! 
ter to procure his story. 


Sta te me nt of Eis e nbe rg, 
Kisenberg, who is a tailor, says that 
on the day of the shooting of Young 
be was walking along Brtiadway, on 
his way to LIT State street, when he 
passed a eab in which a man and a 
woman were quarreling. 
The woman 
was crying and both of them were 
great y excited. 
Their conduct inter- 
ested Eisenberg and he followed them 
to see the outcome. 
At one time, he 
said, the two engaged in a struggle, 
but it was of short duration. 
Finally 
the woman, who was crying all the 
time, laid her head on 
the 
man’s 
shoulders. 
The man reached around 
to a rear pocket and drew a rev olv er 
with which he shot himself. 
Kisen­ 
berg declares that he became excited 
by the act and hurried away, as sev ­ 
eral people were hastening to the cab 
and there was no apparent need of 
assistance from hi« ).

read English, he saw nothing of the 
case in the papers and had nearly for­ 
gotten all about it, until the other day, 
when glancing through a Jewish pa 
per he sav y an account of the Patter­ 
son trial and concluded the couple he 
v aw in the cab must hav e been Young 
and Nan Patterson.
